On top of this, any Russian exhlbltlns any 
talent at all for science is exhaustively 
schooled In its disciplines and kept on the 
science track no matter what.

None of the economic experts appears 
greatly optimistic that the United States will 
«nd the answers to Inflation In the years Im- 
mediately ohead. They ore already talking 
o'f-lnflattonary. trends reaching into the early 
19a0'a.

for the most part by "production deflation' 
but a conUnuance of price inflation. The nor- 
mal expectation ia that when output falls, 
prices decline', too. 

Wo did manage to hold prices even in the 
most recent month reported by the bureau of 
labor atatlstlca. But, despite the producUon 
sag In latfl 1867, the cost of living rose 3.1 
per cent during the year. 

The trend has been inflationary through 
virtually the whole poal-World war II pe- 
riod. We know from' experience that im- 
portant economic .growth can go on. In a 
framework of soaring prices.. Indeed., some 
economiata argue that lilflatlon Is a * way 
of forcin g economic g r owth. Hig h prices are
